New tax credits 
help you keep 
more money 


IRS also more user-friendly, 
thanks to laws, reforms

April 15 is a day usually dreaded by most Americans — tax 
day, when the Internal Revenue Service comes each year for its 
share of your hard-earned money 

is year, however, families are getting a pleasant surprise 
when they complete their 1040 forms. 

In 1997, Congress passed the child tax credit, which will show 
up on your 1998 taxes currently being filed. This year, families 
will receive up to $400 per child tax credit, while next year, the 
credit will be a maximum $500 per child under age 17. An 
estimated $18 billion in tax savings will go to millions of 
families. = 

Lhave also been supportive of efforts to reform the IRS to 
make it more user-friendly. Some changes can already be seen, 
but more are needed to make this large government agency 
become at least non-adversarial, if not even helpful, to 
taxpayers. 

The IRS has established a new toll-free hotline for people who 
have had long-standing problems. If you have been unable to 
resolve an IRS problem, try calling toll-free (877) 777-4778. 

For taxpayers with routine questions as you try to file this 
year’s tax return, call toll-free (800) 829-1040. This number is 
available 24 hours a day, seven days a week. The IRS also 
maintains a website at www.irs.ustreas.gov, where answers to 
your questions, tax forms and other publications are available. 

My offices in Springfield, Collinsville and Centralia also have 
some basic tax forms available, including forms 1040F-Z, 1040A, 
1040, Schedules A and B, and EIC (Earned Income Credit).

What lesson can be learned from this case? fF, 
In the first place, cosigners are equally 
responsible on a note. So one should exercise 
caution as to whom he cosigns with. Secondly, 
if one cosigner files bankruptcy or allows the 
collateral to be repossessed, the other cosigner 
could wind up “holding the bag.” Therefore, the 
actions of one cosigner can affect the credit 
rating of the other cosigner. Deciding to cosign 
on a loan is obviously a major decision which 
should be undertaken cautiously.

A conductor will remain at 
the back of each train. . 


Last October, engineer John 
Forsythe, 67, was killed after 
the train he was.operating 
derailed. The train ran off the 
tracks and the engine 
overturned. 

It was the first employee 
fatality at the zoo, 

The position of fireman was 
added this season as an extra 
safety precaution. 

“(The fireman) is there in 
case an additional pair of 
hands is needed for assisting 
with the train’s operation,”’ 
Boever said. 


An investigation conducted 

by zoo officials into what 
» caused October’s accident 

found the train’s engine had no 
mechanical problems. 

“We were never able to 
pinpoint any mechanical 
defects with the train,’ Boever

He said the train was tested 
going at six times the speed it 
normally does and the train’s 
main brake stopped the train. 


Boever said an autopsy on 
Forsythe’s body indicated 
nothing unusual — such as a 
heart attack or stroke — that 
may have led Forsythe to lose 
control. 

The train has a second hand 


brake in addition to a main 
hand brake. Boever said the 
second hand brake had not 
been used when the train 
derailed last year. 


The train’s tour lasts 20 
minutes and takes peers 
through tunnels and animal 
exhibits on a 1.5-mile round 


trip.

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Historical society plans to honor fort site

More than two years had 
passed and the men still had 
not returned. 

Talk around the fort was 
that they were probably dead, 
fallen to the perils of the 
uncharted territory to the 
west. After all, Zebulon Pike 
had traveled to the headwaters 
of the Mississippi and returned 
in only about six months. So 
when Meriwether Lewis and 
William Clark finally 
reappeared at Fort Belle 
Fontaine, there was a booming 
celebration. 

“They landed and fired 
cannon salute to the fort and 
the fort returned the salute in 
kind,” said Ronald Brunnert, 
adding that Clark had recorded 
the Sept. 22, 1806, homecoming 
in his journal, 

Fort Belle Fontaine, within 
St. Louis County’s Coldwater 
Creek Park in North County, 
closed in 1826 and today exists 
only in artifacts. That this 
North County landmark, the 
first Indian trading post and 
American fort west of the 
Mississippi, is remembered at 
all is due largely to the efforts 
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Fort Belle Fontaine celebrated Lewis & Clark return 


of the Fort Belle Fontaine 
Historical Society. The society, 
which Brunnert of St. Charles 
founded, prompted the 
University of Missouri-St. 
Louis in 1992 to conduct the 
first dig at the fort site. 

“We've had a dig there 
almost every year since then,” 
said Brunnert, the society’s 
historian. ‘‘The UMSL and 
Washington University 
archaeology departments have 
assisted us,” 

The group now is garnering 
corporate and individual 
contributions for the 
installation of three signs at 
Coldwater Creek, said John 
Flanders, its president. The 
markers would outline Lewis 
and Clark’s route to the 
Pacific Ocean and provide 
information about the 
expedition and Fort Belle 
Fontaine. 

The proposal is part of a 
project to mark the entire 
Lewis and Clark trail, which 
the National Park Service and 
the Lewis and Clark Trail 
Heritage Foundation hope to 
complete by 2004, the 
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bicentennial of the trip. 

Flanders of Florissant said 
the National Park Service 
estimates the cost of the 
signage at $15,000 and it has 
committed $7,500. St. Louis 
County officials have pledged 
labor and resources to the 
project. 

The historical society needs 
about: $3,750 for the signage, a 
third of which it already has 
obtained through craft fairs 
and other fund raising 
activities, Flanders said, 

“Right now we think, with 
any kind of luck, we will have 
them ready for installation late 
this year or early next year,” 
Flanders said. 

Eventually, Brunnert and 
Flanders would like to see the 
fort, which headquartered the 
U.S. Army for the West, at 
least partially reconstructed. 
After all, many of the forts 
which sprung from Fort Belle 
Fontaine — including Fort 
Osage in Missouri, Fort 
Snelling in South Dakota and 
Fort Crawford in Wisconsin — 
have been researched and 
reconstructed, Brunnert said. 


Barnes Bradshaw, who 
worked with the group while 
director of the Bissell House 
Museum, credits the society 
with raising awareness about 
the site. 

‘This one was the father of 
many early American forts but 
it was simply forgotten as time 
went on,‘ said Bradshaw, who 
is now recreation supervisor at 
the Affton White-Rodgers ‘ 
Community Center. 

Fort Belle Fontaine and 
Bissell, built in 1812, are tied 
together in history because 
General Daniel Bissell was a 
commander there. Some 
visitors to the fort site are 
disappointed because there are 
no visual reminders of the fort, 
Flanders said. F 

‘It loses the imagination of 
some people,‘ he said. ‘They 
go out there and look and don’t 
see anything relevant to the 
fort and they think ’so what.’ 
But if there is something they 
can see it gets their interest 
up.‘ 

The army built the fort there 
partly because the location, at 
the confluence of Coldwater

The WPA gave grants to cities 
to establish parks outside of 
their city limits. 

One of the parks that St. 
Louis County developed was 
Coldwater Creek at the north 
end of Bellefontaine Road. 

“The WPA project is 
breathtaking,” said Linde 
Flanders. ‘I really feel like 
with a little development out 
there that county park would 
be the crown jewel, not only of 
North County, but of the entire 
park system.” 

To visit the park, one must 
drive through the Missouri 
Hills Campus, a state youth 
facility, Built about 1913, the 
campus once housed a boys’ 
orphanage, where trades, 
farming and other skills were 
tr 

“Tt’s one little piece of land 
that has more history to it 
than any place else in the 
county,” Brenner said of the 
area. “A whole series of things 
have happened there — 
prehistorical to historical 
activities,” 

The Fort Belle Fontaine 
Historical Society numbers 
about 103 members, with about 
40 actively participating. The 
Flanders are among several 
members of the group who don 
historical garb for events 
including reenactments and the 
annual open house at the fort 
site, 

This year’s open house will 
be from noon to 4 p.m, June 
27. During the event members 
discuss the site and conduct 
tours. 

“We incorporate not just the 
fort historic site but the school 
site and the WPA project,” 
Linde Flanders said, ‘We try 
to give them a time line so 
they understand how that 
whole area evolved.” 

The society also helps 
support the Bissell House 
Museum, now closed for 
renovations, where it operates 
a gift shop.

But it can’t protect a movie 
studio from going belly up. 
Three studios and one 
production-acquisition house 
with films receiving Academy 
Award nominations this year 
are either dead or face 
uncertain futures, the result of 
corporate upheaval in the 
movie business. ; 
Be es and its 
specialty lal ramercy 
Bietures have an armload 0 
Oscar nominations: : 
Gramercy’s “Elizabeth” with 
seven nominations including 
best picture and PolyGram’s 
“what Dreams May Come” 
with two nominations for its 
stunning visuals. 

But after Seagram Co. 
purchased the PolyGram 
parent PolyGram NV, the 
domestic distribution offices of 
PolyGram Films are being 
shut and foreign operations 
melded into Seagram-owned 
Universal Studios. Gramercy is 
likely to be sold or folded into 
another studio, perhaps 
Universal’s specialty label, 
October Films. 

That is if October Films 
stays in the Seagram family. 
October, whose “Hilary and 
Jackie’”’ picked up nominations 

. for actresses Emily Watson 
aud Rachel Griffiths, is 
another candidate to be sold. 

Meantime, most of the 
operations of long,strugeling 
Largo Entertainment, whic! 
produced “‘Affliction,” were 
closed by its corporate parent, 

- JVC Entertainment of Japan, 

.” just days before two of its 
actors, Nick Nolte and James 
Coburn, received Academy 
Award nominations for best 
actor and supporting actor. 

For the most part, the 
back-room turmoil won’t be 
evident on the screen. The 
films will remain in release, 
with vigorous advertising and 
Oscar campaigns, The 
executives who got the boot 
will probably get new jobs 
and, this being Hollywood, 
higher pay. on 

But it does give some insight 
into how things work in the 
movie industry — to a degree 
how they've always worked — 
in this community that novelist 
Budd Schulberg likened nearly 
60 years ago in ‘What Makes 
Sammy Run?” to a‘gold rush 
boom town whose chief 

products are movies, ambition 
and fear. f 

“Tt is bittersweet,” said Barr 
Potter, Largo’s chairman and 
chief executive, who will 
remain at the company to help 
with the shutdown. “It’s just

Consitier that the 1991 
best-picture winner was “The 
Silence of the Lambs,” whose 
producers picked up the 
Oscars while the film’s studio, 
Orion, was in the throes of 
bankruptcy. The movie also 
won Oscars for director 
Jonathan Demme, co-stars

Tally. But with the Hollywood 
economy showing signs of 
cooling, and movie production 
costs continuing to soar, fear 
and uncertainty are as strong 
as they have been in years. 
Many studios, worried about 
staking too much on a single 
picture, are entering into 
financial partnerships with 
competitors.

“Elizabeth” began life as a 
Working Title production for 
the Dutch-owned film and 
music company PolyGram NV, 
the same producer-studio 
partnership behind the 
Oscar-nominated “Four 
Weddings and a Funeral.” 

Produced for about $22 
million, “Elizabeth” was 
distributed through 
PolyGram’s Gramercy 
Pictures, which handles 
lower-budget, artier films. 
After becoming a hit last 
September in the United 
Kingdom, the film came to the 
United States, where it built an 
audience and endeared itself to 
the Academy, which 
nominated it for the seven 
Oscars. 

But a cloud has hung over 
Gramercy ever since Seagram, 
the Canadian liquor and 
entertainment giant, purchased 
PolyGram last year for $10.2 
billion. Seagram already had a 
Hollywood studio in Universal 
and a specialty division in 
October Films, and suddenly 
PolyGram and Gramercy were 
looking expendable. 

Seagram sold off pieces of

PolyGram — MGM got most of 
the film library, a company 
called Carlton Communications 
Inc. got the rest. 

Recently, a Saudi prince, 
Muhammad Bin Bandur Abdul 
Aziz, was reportedly willing to 
pay $400 million to $600 million 
for the rest of PolyGram, but 
the deal never happened. 

So Seagram merged 
PolyGram’s international 
businesses with Universal and ° 
started laying off employees in 
the domestic PolyGram office, 
leaving Gramercy in limbo. 
Gramercy still could be sold, 
or it could be merged into 
October Films. 


But studio officials remained 
committed to “Elizabeth,” 
despite the uncertainty. There 
was a vigorous Oscar 
campaign and a healthy 
marketing push, including 
television ads, 

The film also has received a 
strong distribution 
commitment; it has been put 
in expanded release since the 
Oscar nominations, earning a 
modest box-office boost from 
the Academy. *
